The 
robber was not satisfied with the lib- 
erality, houevcr. stating that enough 
watches were coming in, and pro- 
ceeded to turn over the cushions of 
eveiy seat, thereby reaping a rich re- 
ward.

and their curious power of motion is 
due, not to magic, as vulgarly sup- 
posed, but to the presence inside of a 
small caterpillar or larva of the genus 
carpocapsa. 
All you have to do is to 


place the "jumping seed" on the table 
in a warm room and in a few moments 
it will move around, turn over and 
jump a distance of perhaps several 
inches. 


An entomologist, who has carefully 


studied these little curiosities, 
de- 


scribes, in the article referred 
to 


above, the movements of the caterpil- 
lar and h&w he gets into the seed at all. 
It seems that the female butter fly de- 
posits an egg in the stigma of the flower 
of the plant (Sebastiania), where it is 
soon hatched, and the little caterpillar 
penetrates to the very heart of the 
fruit, where it finds an abode and 
nourishment 
while 
"getting 
its 


growth.'' While in the larval state, 
the creature has powerful mandibles, 
with which it cuts an opening from 
the core to the outside covering of the 
fruit, and through this opening- the 
butterfly makes its exit to the world 
of sunshine and flowers. 


The "seeds" or carpels have two 


flat bides and an arched one, and are 
really like rather rough segments 
cut 'from 
a 
sphere. 
When 
the 


carpel 
rests 
on 
one 
of 
its 


flat sides, the caterpillar generally, 
unless the temperature is very high, 
rests quietly, without making his pres- 
ence known. But just as soon as the 
little bean-like structure is placed on 
its arched side, Mr. Caterpillar becomes 
gi-e-.itly excited and jumps arounl in a 
very lively fashion until his honsc ap-ain 
rests on its Uat sides, when he gener- 
ally relapse into quietude. 
The in- 


terior of the cell is lined with a sort of 
silky texture spun by the larva. 


These curious little freaks of nature 


are "quite the rage" now with a cer 
tain class of faddists, jnst as the poor 
chameleons were several months ago. 
They are exhibited at society enter- 
tainments and "trick" sociables. The 
unfortunate things have even cornc into 
favor with gamblers, who play a chance 
game with them, betting on how high 
and how far they will "jump."—Voice.

STOPPING SEAL-POACHING. 


Tho -Far Seal Will Soon Become as Plen- 


tiful as Tea Years 
ABO. 


During the period before seal-shoot- 


ing at sea became a regular business 
for dozens of vessels, the Alaska Com- 
mercial Co. owned for twenty years 
the lease of the fur seal islands, and 
was permitted by the government, to 
take 100,000 seals each year, on which 
the company paid a revenue of S3 per 
skin, besides various extras. In 1890 
the North American Commercial Co. 
was the highest bidder for the lease, 
and secured the concession, with the 
ririvilege of taking (10,000 seals per an- 
num, 
paying therefor (510.23 per skin. 


But the high contracting parties reck- 
oned without counting in the poacher, 
who has so fearfully reduced the total 
number of fur seals that the govern- 
ment has been compeled to order the 
suspension of all operations save the 
annual killing of 7,500 seals for food 
purposes. Thanks 
to this, and to 


the agreement between the United 
States and England that the fur seal 
•'must and shall be preserved," we may 
presently hope to see the species as 
abundant as it was ten years ago. 
Three times during- the rule of the 
Russians, in 1805, 3S22 and 1S34, did 
this animal narrowly escape extermina- 
tion, but was saved each time by a 
similar cessation of hostilities for a 
period of years. 


On July 30, 1893, it was calculated 


that there were in round numbers 
about 3,000.000 seals still surviving on 
the Pribylof islands. 


Now that all seal-killing on the 


Pribylof islands, save for food, has 
been effectually stopped, five years 
more should witness such a marked in 
crease in the total number that seal- 
ing operations may be resumed, and the 
annual crop of sacks, cloaks and other 
garments be gathered as heretofore, 
ivhen seal-poaching was an infant in- 
dustry. 


Unfortunately seal-poaching has not, 


as yet, been entirely suppressed, and 
the product of this species of piracy on 
the high seas, together with the skins 
taken .by the Russians on the Com- 
mander ihliinds, will still keep the fui 
market pu rtially supplied with skins 
of the furry sea lion.'—St. Nicholas.

JDAWES INDIAN COMMISSION. 


The Commissioners In Washington lor the 


Purpose of Making Their Report. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The commis- 


sioners representing what is known as 
the "Dawes Indian Commission" are in 
Washington for the purpose of making 
their report to the president. The mem- 
bers are ex-Senator Dawes and Messrs. 
Kidd and McKennon. The commission 
was created to negotiate with the five 
civilized tribes of Indians in Indian 
territory "with a view to an ultimate 
creation of a state or states of the 
union, which shall embrace the lands 
within the territory.

BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 15.—The Man- 


ufacturers Secord of this week will 
publish sixty special letters from 
United States senators and congress- 
men giving their views upon the ques- 
tion of whether the government bhonld 
give financial aid to secure the early 
constructive of the Nicaragua canal. 
The letters are about equally divided 
between the democrats and the repub-

BEKT.IN, Nov. 15.—The anti-revolu- 


tion bill was sent to the Bundesrath 
yesterday for the approval of that 
body.

A man who has made the human foot 


an object of research and study de- 
clares that short stockings are very 
nearly as injurious as short shoes. 
Hose of insufficient length press the 
knuckles of the toes upward, and when 
the shoe forces them down the natural 
result is a painful excrescence that 
vulgar folks designate as a corn. 


"But surely you don't consider an 


lil-atting stocking the cause of bun- 
ions, do von?" I inquired. 


"One o"f them," he replied. "Corns 


are the result of pressure. You see, the 
blood is forced from the sebaceous 
glands, therefore an excessive or un- 
natural quantity of oil is thrown off. 
This diseases the blood and the oil 
forces its way to the surface of 
the toe. As it reaches the 
cuti- 


cle it evaporates, leaving the top 
layer hard. Layer upon layer of oil 
forms downward and deepens until it 
presses on the nerves.

ment goes beneath all those layers of 
diseased oil and removes them. A soft 
corn is more easily treated and is large- 
ly the result of acid in the blood. 


"After a corn has been removed, find 


out literally where the shoe pinches, 
then bathe the feet in cold water every 
morning upon arising and rub the part 
with prepared chalk." 


My informant added that for dry feet 


always use ice cold water; for moist 
feet, inclined to pretpire freely, the 
water as hot as the skin can stand it, 
and bathe just before retiring. If the 
feet swell after much walking, put a 
little vinegar in the hot water; if they 
ache, use a few drops of ammonia or 
borax. 
Rest the feet oftea. 
To do this 


change the shoes as frequently as pos- 
sible. Even from an old to a new shoe 
is a rest. The muscles of the foot tire 
of one position, no matter how easy 
the leather or last may be. Four or 
flve times a day, if it is convenient, are 
none too often to take this trouble, and 
its benefits are astonishing. 


Ingrowing nails are the result of the 


corners being cut too close, allowing 
the shoe to press against them. This 
again requires skilled treatment. The 
pedicure's patronage is becoming as 
extensive as that of tlie manicure, for, 
apart from the treatment of painful 
excrescenses, beautifying the foot is 
greatly in vogue. 
Preparations to 


whiten the skin are in use, and all the 
art of the manicure is called upon to 
assist that of the pedicure. Some so- 
ciety women can now present as well 
kept a foot as hand, the nails rounded 
and polished with equal daintiness. 


One other suggestion the man who 


knows gave me, and that is important 
to mothers. He says that babies learn- 
ing to walk should not be allowed to 
wear the popular paper-boled shoes. 
A stiffer bottom should be supplied, for 
nail affections are apt to set in from 
rubbing the edges of tht toes on the 
floor.—N. Y. Recorder.
